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'?vo xiaTal ve^eele were noted in the harhor» One vae a varehip with a tranmom stern, 

A eliable Japanese-tjrpe raked etaok and two flTe-lnch turrets aft, one behind the 
other. There was no designation marked at any place on the aftor portion of the ehip. 
The other vessel was a floatis^ machine shop similar to those used hy the U.S. 
amphihiouB forces. It was of the barge tyr.e, with Tertical steel plate hnlkheade 
rising from the main deck of the barge, anil broken only by ventilation holes 
iipprozimately eight Inches square. 



a. Ostrov SkrypleTEip>-a blinker light is lox^ated on this island. There are also 

three radios type maate, one of which ap 7 )eared to be radar equipment, with screens 
perpendicular to the mast. There are a lighthouse and two or throe structures 
Dimilax to barracks on the island. 

Smoko rising from at least siz stacks behind the range of hills indicates the 
presence of some, industrial installation!^ in that area. 

-i. A radio loast ia in eridenoe on this Juttitig point. 

•1. A trench or emplacanent, in the form of an extended semi-circle fifteen to twenty 
feet in diameter, is located at this point, A dirt parapet about three feet in 
height and three feet in width eztenfle around the eniplacement. 

•!). The boxes indicate two heavy structures, ap\>arently made of conorete, with semi- 
spherical roofs. One is about twsniy feet hjlgh, and the other Is smallsr. TboLS 
structxires, togsther with two nearby bouses, ar# Tlsihls both from seaward and 
from behind the peninsula. 

re". Two soplaoenonts, possibly of oonifit^te, are located here, with two four-man tents 
nearby. The emplacements appear to be able to aocommodate 40iiii guns. 

iU A radio mast is erected here, with a teiuporary wooden structxire located nearby. 

]i. Four oil tanks are located Just behind the Jutting point shown here. They are 

about twenty feet hi^ and twenty-five fset in diameter, with eeveaty-five oil drums 
(fifty-five gallon) nearby. 

:L. An oil tanker of the small coastal type was docked here at the time of ohservatlon, 

A catwalk alongside extended from amidehlpo to a point about fifty feet inland. 

J. Four barrack-type structares have rec^mtly been built at this point; one of them, 
obviously new, is of bright red brick. 

Iz. Located on the top of the hill at this point aret a small house; a mast, as incicated; 
and a cupola-like structure, about tvinty feet high, of which the cupola takes up 
about ten feet. The cupola is eppare;itXy buttressed by supporting oembars 
extending from the base of the cupola to the apex. 

y.. On this point are six round-ioofsd stiTiotures, apparently of concrete, each about 
fifteen to twenty feet high and thirt:; feet in length. They are camouflaged in 
green and arranged in a line running northwest by southeast, separated only by a 
narrow passageway from each other. 

n. More buildings and eqxilpment at this point are camouflaged In the same green color 
as the buildings noted in paragraph 1. An exact description of the equipment 
here is not possible, duo to difficulties of observation. 

n. Here I I shlu was picked up by an armed PC-type vessel, with a gun nouutod 

forward of the superstructure. The forwaurd third of the hull of this oralt wae 

I painted black and the after portions grey. The only apparent signal was the 
hoisting of a yellow pennant on the port yardarm o f source’s ship. About one 

1 hundred yards further along the channel, | l ahip was picked up by a Pi' 

boat peLk^ted green and followed for fifty to seventy-five yards. 
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Dotted lines Indicate the coarse of a light Inland tog, ptailng e targe 
loaded with four oil storage tanks, apparentlj new. 

Dott^ lines IndlMte tte course of a ehlp first appearing to he a cargo ship 
but later obsprvsd to be armed with four thrso-lnoh fifty caliber guns, two 
forward, one Abote and behind the other, and two aft of the 8Tq)orBtruoture In 
corresponding positions. This ehlp Is apparently a naral anxlllaiy craft 
since she Is painted In the same grey color; howoTer, no markings were wlUble 
on the hull. 

About one hundred yards from the water's edge Is a very active area of 
rallro^ sidings filled with bor cars and flat cars. About two hundred yards 
from the tip of the peninsula Is a coaling base for ships, with an overhead 
travelling crane with a runway of seventy-five to on# hundred yards.
